erate age.- Miss Corelli evidently thinks that 
we are all going to the devil and that the Prass 
and the pulpit especially have entered into a 
Conspiracy to send us there. Before writing 
this book, she should have studied carefully o 
Certain essay by Mr. Swinburne in which ho 
tells us that every age “is decadont in the 
eyes of ite own fools.” Marie Corelli Is not a 
fool, but a very wise woman, and therefore she 
ought to have adopted the comparative method, 
She then might possibly have discovered that, 
however gloomy the ‘outlook may be.here at 
the beginning of the twentieth century, it is 
nol nearly so dark as was the outlook at the 
beginning of the nineteenth. There is nothing 


easier.than to denounce the vices and hypo- |. 


crisies of our contemporaries, but distinguished 
writers shoald find better employment than 
this, or, at any rate, if they feel impelled to be

NEW JERRITORIBS LAND BILL. 


Sees eae 

Many in. Hongkong. will support and 
admire the vigorous remarks of the Hon. 
Mr. Robert Shewan, at the Legislative Coun- 
cil meeting yesterday, with reference to the 
New Territories Land Bill, t905. Accord: 
ing to the statement of the Attorney-General, 
the Bill is a most innocuous measure, 
designed merely to benefit the poor strug: 
gling peasants, in the New Territories. When 
disputes, arise, as apparently they do even 
in tie New ‘Tprritories,, they may “be 
dealt with satisfactorily, .cheaply, easily 
and summarily" under the provisions of the 
Bill, Clear and ‘simple forms of convey- 
ances and ather deeds dealing with the 
transfur- and mortgage of landed property 
are provided; and an officer is to be 
empowered to decide and settle minor 
questions on the spot, so that altogether the 
Hill would at first sight seem to be wholly 
admirable. But as Mr. Shewan pointed out 
there is -in the Bill a dangerous sub-section 
which runs‘as follows; “Upon the: ap- 
plication of the Crown Lessee of any land 
in the New Territories, the Governor may, 
on such terms as he shall think fit, exempt 
the said land from the. provisions of this 
Ordinance by a memorandum in writing 
under-his hand, written in or upon. the 


:| Cr. Lease of the said land.” In other 


words, after providing all the necessary 
machinery (u deal in simple, summary, and’ 
easy manner with Innd questions in the 
New Territories the very Bill which proposes 
to effect these reforms contains a clause 
which allows the Governor to nullify the 
entire scheme. In his regsons for the Bill, 
the former Attorifey-General, Mr, I. -H. 
Sharp, k.c., stated that As some owners in 
the New Territories will probably prefer to 
hold under the usual law of the Colony, and 
have acquired ‘their land in the belief that 
they would do ‘so, it is proposed that the 
Governor should have power to cxempt any 
particular lots from the operation of.the Or- 
dinance.” That on the face of it is a curious 
statement to make, and Mr, Shewan hit the 
nail on the head wher he asked—" Who are 
the owners who are. 80 good as to ‘prefer 
the usual law of the Colony, and who 
those for whom it ‘is not good 
enough?” Exactly; who- belong to this 
privileged | class who may set themselves 
up as social superiors above the law, and 
who are. they that are to be cast down? 
Naturally, ifa landowner saw that it would: 
be to his advantage to adhicre to the laws of 
Hongkong he would be averse to any scheme 
which brought him under new conditions 
and set new machinery in force, the charac- 
ter of which he could not understand nor 
the working -foretell. It is not, of ‘Course, 
suggested for any instant that there would 
be any abuse of the powers conferred on the 
“Governor, whoever he might be at the time, 
but the inclusion of sucha clause reduces 
the Legislative Council to the level of 
what: Sir Henry Btake, in .a speech. to 
the Legislative Council of Jamaica,* once 
descrihed as 2 mere debating society." ‘It 
should not be forgotten that the Govern- 
ment, when such power as is now sought 
has been given, have not always been care- 
ful to tread within the limits of the principle 
under which the power was conferred.” It 
is ,possible,. under this Bill, absolutely, to 
ignore the intentions. of those who. framed. 
and passed the Bill and to evolvean entirely 
new, set of ‘conditions which: ‘were never 
contemplated at. the outset, ‘The very fact 
that there are Jiable to be two classes of 
landowners sitting side by side is vicious; 
for itis calculated to breed envy, hatred and, 
all uncharitableness among the landow nérs, 
to engender. a spirit. of - resistance - to 
the authorities, and. to ‘encourage a quar:

: Shanghai, 22nd May: 1905. 

{hn 1894 the Governments of ‘China and the 
United: States, animated by a strong desire to 
amicably settle, in a manner reciprocally 
beneficial to the interests of the people of both 
nations, the question of the coming of Chinese 
labourers into the United States, which the 
sexperience acquired since the signing of the 
first, (reaty between China and America on this 
subject, had shown required important revision, 
concluded d new treaty covering this subject, 
and for a period of ten years. : 

The last article of this treaty stipulated ifsix 
months prior to the date fixed for its expiration 
(Dec, 7th, 1904) neither of the signatory Powers 
had declared its desireto sce it terminate, tt 
should remain in force for another period of ten 
years, ‘uring the sunimer of last year (1901) 
the Chinese Government ioformed that of 
America that it wished the treaty of 189416 
terminate. At, the same time it declared its 
wish to begin negotiating for the conclusion of 
a new trealy on the subject, and in August of 
last year, that is say, about seven months ago, 
it sent to the American Secretary of State 
through the Chinese Minister at Washington a 
first draft of a treaty to serve as a ‘preliminary 
basis for the discussion of the matter. : 

This draft was carefully considered by the 
American Government, and in due course a 
counter-draft was sent to the Chinese, Minister 
at Washington, and. was by him forwarded to 
the Wai Wu Pu for its consideration. This 
American counter-draft embodied the proposals 
and met the wishes of the Chinese Government, 
with only such changes as were deemed neces: 
sary ‘in: the’ Interest of both nations ‘and: of 
greater simplicity in exectition. ae 

This American counter-draft was in turn 
transmitted by His Excellency Liang Chang 
tothe Wai Wu Pu, and some three months 
later, that is to say about three months ago, a 
new draft was received by the American Go- 
vernment from that of Peking for its conside- 
sation and an expression of its views, | 
This lastidrafe of the Chinese Government is 
now the-basia om which the neyotiations ‘be 
tween the two Governments are heing con- 


ducted, and it is confidently believed that‘it 
will enable them, animated solely as they both 
are with an earnest and sincere desire to re- 
m ve this question from the field of discussion 
by a settlement equally honourable to both 
nations, to finally conclude a treaty to the ge 
neral satisfaction of both countries, #3 
Although it would -bs improper ta disclose, 
at the present stage of the negotiations the prn-. 
visions which, in one form or another, will be 
included in whatever treaty is made, it may be 
categorically stated that neither by word nor 
implication has the United states in the draft 
treaty it has submitted ‘sought to impede the 
return to the United states of Chinese labour. 
ers lawiully entitled so to do, nor to put bur- 
densome restrictions of any kind in the way of 
Chinese subjects, not belonging to the labour. 
ing classes, who may wish to visit or reside in 
the United States for purposes -of pleasure or 
study. On the contrary, all the suggestions of 
the American. Government tend: solely to 
ua ae and expedite the coming of all persons 
of.these latter classes to our country, for it 1s 
the earnest wish of the residents and people of 
America to extend to such visitors all such 
cou-tesies and facilnies that may enable. them 
1o become betier acquainted with our land and 
its inhabitants, our modes of thought, our met- 
hods of education and administration. They
